Pedagogia Revuo in 1929 gave statis- 
tice of 4,478 Esperantist teachers in 
50 lands (5,500 in April, 1930), and of 
the instruction of Esperanto in 712 
schools in 3 Teountries. There is an 
Esperanto lectureship in various uni- 


versities, the latest being that of 
Liverpool University, The Esperanto 
Museum and Library in Vienna ts

Studies by L, Dudley Love and Her- 
bert C. Hanson, show that on the deep 
Fargo clay at the North Dakota Ex- 
periment Station, Crested wheat grass 
roots had by the end of the second 
season reached a depth of eight feet 
with a lateral spread from the crown 
of two feet. The working level was 
about 3 1-3 feet. Brome grass reach- 
ed a maximum depth of 7% feet with 
a lateral spread of a little over 14 
feet. The root systems of these two 
grasses were found te be similar in

If stored in a dry place the

Experiments indicated that a quar- 
ter to half an inch was the optimum 
depth of seeding, varying with the 
dryness of the surface soil, When 
there is sufficient moisture the seed 
germinates well upon the surface, The 
foaximum depth from which seed- 
lings appeared was three inches, 

During the first twenty-four days 
Crested-wheatgrass seedlings grew 
much more slowly than brome-grass 
seedlings, Thereafter the wheatgrass 
seedlings developed just as rapidly as
